It will be remembered 
that White bas introduced two or three resolu- 
tions for an investigation of that matter, and in 
the course of some remarks today he declared

Now, gentiemen, these are facts 
worthy of the consideration of American citi- 
zens, and the question is, What will America do 
in view of ber naval inferiority as com 
with the other great powersof the world? Are 
yoo willing to prociaim that America retires 
from the ocean—that we are to be a people who 
live on the land., and that our officers seamen 
of the navy are not to upon the ocean to 
demonstrate that the United States isa great 
naval power? Orare you determined that this 
country shall return to piace among the 
great nations who not only rule the land, but 
aspire to the command of the sea? I do not ad- 
vocate the extensive construction of naval ves- 
sels. We want a few modern steam cruisers. Is 
there any reason under heaven, gentiemen of 
the House of Representatives and Senators, why 
the United States should not own one cruis 
vessel of the navy that is faster than any vesse 
that can be bulit elsewhere on the face of the 
earth? [Applause] We can dulla her 
in this country. We want not 
nor twenty, but cannot we afford to 
exhibit one of the fastest ocean and cruis 
vessels that human ingenuity cay construct 
[Applause.] I believe so, and I believe that we 
can afford to dulld four or five ironclads for 
harbor defense, so that we need not bluster and 
threaten any oi the smaller Powers of the earth, 
and run the risk of having two or three of their 
ironclads enter the harbor of San Francisco, or 
or or New York, and destroy the com- 
merce of these harbors and these harbors them- 
selves while we are get ready to finish naif 
a dozen ironciads which, when finished, wili be 
the equal of any in the world, but which we 
have lie unfinished with three or four 
millions of dollars invested in them for the last 
seven years.“ Mr. Chandler then explained tne 
effect of the decadence of American commerce, 
citing South America, ana submitting a state- 
ment of the exports and imports with South 
America, which w we imported over $102,000,- 
000 in excess of our exports.

A Bridge-Leoad of People Precipitated 
inte a Swollen Stream at Indianapolis, 
Ind.—Five Bodies Recovered.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 14.—An appalling 
accident occurred in this city today which re- 
suited in the death of several persons. The 
heavy rains of last night bad swollen Pegue’s 

Run, which flows through the eastern and 

southern portion of the city, so it flowed out far 

beyond its banks, and between 8 and 9 o'clock 
this merning, while a large number of people 
were standing upon a bridge over the run just 
east of the Union Depot looking at the rushing 
torrent below, the structure gave way, and at 
least thirty persons, men, women, and children, 
FELL INTO THE SWIFT CURRENT 
fifteen feet deep. A terrible scene ensued. Just 
below the run flows under the depot for the dis- 
tance of a square or more, and the victims were 
borne swiftly towards this dreadful underflow. 

A number of bystanders sprang in and rescued 

some of the victims, Cyrus Bartlett, a workman 

at the Hoosic sawmills, bringing out two young 
girls. Four or five more were taken out alive at 
the other end of the depot, but several were 
swept on beyond the reach of help.

The Steamship Pera Founders Off Cape 
Race. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

QuEepec, Que., June 14.—The steamship Pera 
was lost on the loth inst., having toundered at 
sea after striking an iceberg off Cape Race. The 
Captain and twenty-nine of the crew were 
brought up tonight by the steamship Lake Mani- 
toban. The Lake Manitoban is from Liverpool 
via Queenstown, baving sailed from the latter 
port on the 2dof June. On the morning of Sun- 
day last, the Lith of June, the Captain reports 
he picked up off Cape Race, Newfoundland. a 
boat containing the Captain and fourteen 
of ‘the officers and crew of the steam- 
ship Pera. The weather was foggy, 
and several icebergs were passed. 
The Captain of the Pera reported that he bad 
lost his vessel on the preceding day. The Pera, 
he said, bad left Montreal the 3ist of May and 
Quebec the 3d of June for Loudon, via Sydney, 
with a cargo of phosphate and 203 head of cattic 
and a deck- load of deals. The Pera 
belonged to the London Steamship Line, of 
which Mesers. John Ross & Co., of this city, are 
part owners. She put into Port Sydney, C. B., 
for coal, and was 8 on her way, when 
she encountered a dense fog, and on Satur- 
day even at 6:40 collided with a ia 
iceberg off Cape Race, which was not visi 
more than halt a ship's leagth ahead. She struck 
heavily, and her fore compartments began to 
fill. Then the boats were lowered, each oue — 
filled, and at midnight vense 
went down with a crash which seemed 
as if she bad suddenly gone to 
pieces. The three boats in which were the crew, 
and which bad stood thus far by the ship, thea 
separated. The Captain of the Lake Manitoban 
after picking up the Captain of the Peru an 
some of his men, cruised around on Sunday morn- 
ing looking for the two other boats. He picked up 
the chief officer’s boat with fifteen of the crew 
on board. The boatewain was not found, and 
has not since been heard of. It is presumed the 
fifteen in ber must have perished. The names 
are Thomas a aera Boatewain; Hy Scudder, 
Charies Wheeler at D, James Church- 
man, and W. M. nsell, fireman, 
Robert Wilson, W. Morris, and Charles Sanford;

colored passengers is downright robbery, and 
that they will oppose any leader or party who 
does not favor equal rights for all citizens. They 
also declare that the provision for the education 
of colored children is inadequate, and is a fla- 
grant injustice on the part of the State; that 
the special school tax on colored people is un- 
constitutional, and that forbidding white chil- 
dren to attend colored schools is cowardly, anti- 
American, and iofamous. They resolved to 
establish an organization for securing their 
rights with branches in each county of the 
State,

made by the testimony caused a great sensation 
in the court-room, as no hint had been given 
until this morning about tne other games that 
had been played besides the poker-game in 
which Mr. Weed lost $150,000, which game had 
invoived the enormous sum of $450,000. Before 
the game was started Mr. Weed said it was un- 
derstood that if he won $150,000 he was not 
to receive any money, but it was 
to go as an offset to the $150,000 he lost in the 
poker game. The examination also brought out 
the fact that Weed was in debt to Scott for $1,200 
which Seott had previously won at still another 
poker game. 

THESE THREE AMOUNTS FOOT UP $601,200 
which Mr. Weed owed Scott, and which, if paid, 
would wipe out his entire fortune. His friends, 
however, allegea today that the $450,000 faro 
kame was a barefaced “ put-up job” for the 
sole purpose of pressing the victim to 
settle in full the $150,000 lost at poker. That 
there was collusion to vheat and defraud as 
eharged in the complaint most of those who 
heard the testimony of Mr. Bostwick firmly be- 
lieve. His testimony showed that when the first 
$50,000 note was paid at the Stissing Bank Wr. 
Hedges and Scott both opened accounts there, 
and the Doctor directed the cashier to credit him 
with $23,525 and give him a draft drawn to 
Scott’s order for $22,500, the cashier retaining 
$5,000 for himseif. 

COMMENTS BY AN EDITOR. 

The Times, editorially referring to the great 
poker game, humorously says: “ In its practical 
aspects the game gives no possible 
excuse to Mr. Weed. The deal which 
was made by Dr. Hedges _ reflected 
great credit upon his skilland judgment. Some 
men, endeavoring to earn an honest living by 
poker, would have dealt much more suspicious 
hands. Dr. Hedges dealt Mr. Scott a straight 
flush,’ with ‘king nien.“ ‘This was an act 
of great self-restraint. Most men in Dr. Hedges’ 
place would have given Mr. Scotta ‘straight 
Hush’ with an ‘ace high’ and given Mr. Weed a 
‘straight usb headed by a king, with the ex- 
pectation that the latter would bet his very last 
dollar on his hand. 

BUT DR. HEDGES KNEW BETTER. 
With the instinct of a thorough artist, he would 
not overdo the matter in hand. He dealt Mr. 
Scott a hand which he knew would 
be good enough without the gaudy 
ornamentation of an ace, and 
gave Mr. Weed a poorer but yet eminently se- 
auctive hand. What Mr. Weed ought to have 
done on discovering that he had lost the ‘pot’ 
was to claim that he was not playing ‘straights’ 
—that straiguts should not be counted 
except by special agreement, but that, with a 
view to harmony, he would accept $100,000 from 
Mr. Scott and cali it square. The wretched man, 
of course, did not think of this. He was as ig- 
norant of the ways of Hedges and Scott as he 
was of the cardinal principles of poker. 
HE ACTUALLY PAID $85,000 

to his antagonists before it occurred to him that 
there was anything suspicious in the game, and 

that Dr. Hedges was too bold and original a 
dealer for apy discreet man to play 
with. Mr. Weed ought to study 
mumbie-te-peg. It is a beautiful game, and 
just suited to his abilities. It is also an econom- 
ical game, and, even if he were to play it with 
Mr. Scott and Dr. Hedges, he could not lose any- 
thing except one or two front teeth.“ 

FURTHER INTERESTING PARTICULARS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

POUGHKEEPSiz£, N. V., June l4.—The examina- 
tion in the case of Francis P. Weed against Dr. 
Hedges, ot Newburg, charged with defrauding 
Weed of $150,000 at draw-poker, was up before 
Judge Barnard this morning. During the testi- 
mony Weed swore that he lost $450,000 at faro in 
an hour, Scott, who played poker 
with him, and Hedges being the 
dealers. The debt was compromised 
for $120,000, $20,000 of which Weed paid in cash 
and gave his note for $100,000. This note was, 
bowever, handed over to Fred Bostwick, cashier 
of the Stissing Bank of Pine Plains, for coillec- 
tion, Scott agreeing to give Bostwick 10 per 
cent for collecting it. Weed heard indirectly 
from Bostwick about the note being 
there through Hedges, who said Bostwick 
wanted it paid. Weed told Hedges 
he couldn't pay the whole of it, and Bostwick 
afterwards wrote he would take $50,000 and re- 
new it. Weed paid $50,000 and renewed it for 
$50,000. Just before the renewal note came due, 

WEED AGREED TO PAY $35,000 ON IT 
and did,and gave another renewal note for 
$15,000. This last note he refuses to pay, and it 
has been attached by the Sheriff of Dutchess 
County. Weed testified on his  cross- 
examination, that the bulk of his estate came 
from his father. From other sources he had 
$20,000. He has never engaged in business, but 
has lived on a farm. He has played poker, 
casino, and pin- pool with Scott and Hed 
both before and after he lost the money re- 


ferred to. 

Bostwick, the Pine Plains cashier, testified 
that Hedges and ‘Scott both opened an account 
in bis bank somewhere about the time the game 
was piayed, in the summer of 1881.

National Homeopathic Convention. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 14.—At the evening ses- 
sion of the National Homeopathic Convention 
Dr. R. R. Gregg, of Buffalo, N. Y., read a paper 
entitled Prof. Kock’s Bacteria in Tuberclies.” 
In this paper Dr. Gregg took strong grounds, 
showing that all bacteria in disease are 
nething but granules and “fibrils of 
fibrina. These forms of fibrina, he pointed 
out, are developed in every case 
of inflammatory disease, whether in acute or 
chronic, as bas been well known for fifty years 
or more; that said forms correspond exactly 
with the forms of so-called bactin in size, 
color, demeanor, etc., under every circum- 
stance; they occupy the same positions as 
is claimed for bacteria in disease; and 
yet that bacterists have never made allowanve 
in their calculations for the presence of these 
forms of fibrin in any case; and finally that 
the so-called bacteria in tubercles and tubercu- 
lar cells are also nothing but granules and fibrils 
of coagulated fibrin. o paper was attentwel 
listened to and received with applause. Prof. J. 
Edward Smith, M. D., of Cleveland, O., read a 
most interesting paper entitled Remarks on 
certain triturated drugs on sale to physicians.” 
The paper was a marvel of scientific investiga- 
tion, and greated great interest and much 
cussion.

CLEVELAND, O., June 14—A council of the 
executive authorities was held at the Mayor's 
office this morning for the purpose of devising 
better means of keeping the peace at Newburg, 
where the riot occurred last night. It was de- 
cided to send the entire available police force 
of the city to the disturbed districts this after- 
noon, in anticipation of trouble when the men 
quit work, It was also decided to order all the

armory with the Gatling gun, there to be held 
in reserve for use in ease the police and union 
patrolmen are unable to cope with the rioters. 
A sufficient force was kept on guard 
AT THE ARMORY 
all day to prevent the possibility of that place 
being sacked for arms and ammunition by the 
strikers. The Police Board also authorized the 
appointment of a number of extra patrolmen. 
Whether these precautions on the part of the 
authorities becoming known had the effect of 
subsiding the rioters, or whe they maintained 
order of their own choice, ca be stated, but 
it is given as a fact by witnesses that better 
order bas prevailed today than at any time since 
the strike began.

A RESIDENT OF THE WARD 
who has no interest on either side said: “I think 
not over 500 men are at work in all the mills. 
Four box-car loads, with say fifty in a car, are 
seen to arrive and depart by the Cleveland & 
Pittsburg Railroad daily, and perhaps 100 arrive 
and depart by street-ears aad omnibuses. Be- 
sides these, a number of men remain in the 


milis all the time, having their food carried to 
them, but certainly notover 200 can be main- 
tained in this manner. It will be understood 
that upon this question of secu men rests 
the success of the mill man rs. ve thou- 
sand were formerly employed in the mills.” 


The Situation at Pittsburg—The small- 
er Employers Hopeful.

Prrrenund, Pa., June 14.—The great strike 
shows no signs of letting up. At the end of the 
second week both sides are apparently as firm 
as ever. Everything is perfectly quiet. The 
strikers are busy making preparations for the 
great labor demonstration next Saturday.

Tue Allison amendment to the National- 
Bank Charter bill, agreed to by the Senate 
Finance Committee, was not precisely the 
amendment reported in the editorial col- 
umns of Tae Tripune yesterday, ‘The 
modified amendment was agreed to. It pro- 
vides simply for the issue of gold certificates, 
and not for the issue of National-bank eur- 
rency based on gold certificates, But when 
held by any National-banking association 
the gold certificates may be counted as part 
of its lawful reserve, and may be accepted in 
the settlement of clearing-house balances. 
The amendment, therefore, gives National 
banks the power to adopt gold certificates as 
part of their circulation,

BLAINE’S SOUTH AMERICAN POLICY. 

Mr. Blaine's final appearance before the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the House, 
engaged in the investigation of South Amer- 
ican relations, has served to dissipate com- 
pletely the theory that his policy with refer- 
ence to Chili and Peru was influenced in 
any respect by the private interests which 
appealed to the State Department for inter- 
vention and protection, The investigation 
was started originally in the hope that it 
would furnish information which would 
justify at least a suspicion, open to un- 
scrupulous distortion, that Mr. Blaine 
through the late Minister Hurlbut was as- 
sociated with some of the speculations look- 
ing to the possession of the guano and nitrate 
deposits in Peru. Shipherd, the manipulator 
of the Peruvian Company, was evidently 
anxious to further the plans of Mr. Blaine’s 
enemies. He made a fierce attack of 
Minister Hurlbut's motives and con- 
duct, and sought to make it appear 
that Mr. Blaine was aware of the cor- 
rupt offer made to Hurlbut, which was 
plainly rejected by the latter. Very soon 
after Mr. Biaine’s appearance before the 
committee it was clear enough why Ship- 
herd was hostile to the ex-Secretary of State. 
The latter had ordered Shipherd out of the 
department, caused his name to be stricken 
from the roll of attorneys authorized to 
practice there, and treated the Quixotic spec- 
ulator with the contempt which his wild 
scheme and his own questionable methods 
merited. After it had been demonstrated 
beyond any further coutroyersy that Blaine 
had in no wise countenanced Shipherd, and 
had given to Laudreau only such recogni- 
tion as an American citizen as that person 
had already received from Congress and two 
former Secretaries (Fish and Evarts), the 
single chance which remained to identify 
Blaine with any of the speculative schemes 
was to determine his relations to the Crédit 
Industriel—a French company seeking 
to exploit the rich deposits of Peru. 
These relations formed the subject of Mr. 
Blaine's latest examination. It appears that 
the Crédit Industriel proposed to pay over 
$2,500,000 a year to Peru and Chili respective- 
ly in order to enable the former Government 
to cancel within a term of years the $20,000, - 
000 indemnity which Chili exacted on ac- 
count of the war, and that it also offered to 
assume the obligation of the enormous Peru- 
Vian debt of $225,000,000, about one-half of 
which is held in England and the other half 
divided between France, Belgium, and Hol- 
land. But the Crédit Industrie! desired that 
the contract should be made “subject to a 
protectorate of the United States guarantee- 
ing to the Crédit Industriei the free and un- 
obstructed shipment of guano end nitrate 
deposits during the term of the contract.” 
The pu of the Crédit Industriel's agents 
was to ce the United States to assume 
thé proposed protectorate. This was de- 
clined peremptorily by Mr. Biaine in his 
capacity as Secretary of State, who further- 
more declared that it would never be the 
policy of the American Government under 
his Administration to set up a protectorate 
anywhere, This sets at rest the last theory 
upon which My. Blaine can be suspected of 
having been iniluenced by selfish or improper 
considerations in the position he took in 
South American affairs. 

But there is another point of greater im- 
portance in Mr. Blaine’s late testimony. He 
is of the opinion that Mr. Trescott, as special 
envoy of the United States, would have been 
able to arrange tair terms of peace between 
Chiliand Peru if bis instructions had not 
been revoked, that there fs still time for the 


none | American Government to exert its 
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United States to assume a more aggressive 
attitude than was ever eontemplated under 
Mr, Blaine's policy, An opinion of this kind 
coming from a leader of popular sentiment, 
after a careful study of the South American 
situation, is not to be dismissed lightly. It 
is not to be expected that the American peo- 
ple will develop any great concern about 
the relations of Chili and Peru apart. It 
may be said to be a matter of indifference to 
the average American citizen whether Chili 
Swallow up Peru or Peru Chill. Bat itis the 
business of statesmen to take a broader 
view of a foreign situation which may have 
an essential bearing at some future time 
upon the paramount interest which the 
United States asserts in all the political 
affairs of the American Continent. If Chili 
is permitted now to confiscate Peru, and, as 
the representative of certain English in- 
terests, to procure undisputed control over 
the wealth of guano and nitrate deposits 
under the pretense of a war indemnity, that 
condition of things may lead to an extension 
ot European commercial and political in- 
fluence over South American affairs which 
itis the deelared and traditional policy of 
the United States Government to avert. 80 
long as the United States Government as- 
pires to the controlling influence of Amer- 
ican affairs it cannot afford to stand aside 
while one South American Power, by virtue 
of conquest and with the assistance of 
European influences, works out the annihila- 
tion of a neighboring Government and seizes 
upon the resources of an historic nation. 
When the United States Government refuses 
to exercise its influence to prevent such a 
result as this, it virtually surrenders its 
claim to predominating influence over Amer- 
ican affairs. It cannot sanction the spolia- 
tion of Peru; Mr. Frelinghuysen himself was 
not ready to go so far as that in his overrul- 
ing desire not to entangle the United States 
Government. In the absence of an express 
sanction or effective protest, the Government 
practically retires from its position of pre- 
eminence in American affairs and abandons 
the most powerful argument that can be ad- 
vanced against the further extension of 
European authority over American territory. 
The inactivity of the United States Govern- 
ment, under Frelinghuysen’s policy revers- 
ing the position whieh Blaine had taken, has 
unquestionably weakened the influence and 
impaired the dignity of our Government 
more than any other diplomatic event these 
many years, and the consequences may prove 
to be a serious embarrassment upon the 
United States in its future efforts to sustain 
its leading position in American affairs.

White said de had heard Mr. Milier, the 
Chairman of the Western Exporters’ Asso- 
ciation, testify before the investigating com- 
mittes of the Senate that the tariff-men, and 
particularly Father Kelley, had first seduced 
the whisky-men and then jilted them.” The 
meaning of this was that the tariff-men had 
entered into an agreement with the distillers 
to sustain the tariff, or reduce or abolish the 
internal-revenue taxes. The accusation was 
perfectly true, but there was no proof that 
Kelley or any other member of the Ways and 
Means Committee had been a party to the 
agreement. Kelley chose to resent the charge 
of his young and inexperienced opponent with 
a great show of virtuous indignation. He 
said that the statement was not true; that no 
witness had testified to anything of the kind; 
and he denounced the assertions of White as 
either the ravings of a maniac or a deliber- 
ate lie.“ White passlonately broke in with 
the declaration that Kelley might be scoun- 
drel enough” to make sucharemark. The 
whole House was instantly in an uproar. 
Ten vigilant members dove into their desks 
for copies of the rules. fhe Committee of 
the Whole rose; the words were reported by 
Chairman Robinson to Speaker Keifer; and 
Springer, the perennial and bounding harie- 
quin of Congress, moved that both the of- 
fending members be reprimanded. The usual 
Pickwickian scene followed. Kelley spoke 
about his three-score years and ten, his son 
who bore his name pow grown to man’s 
estate, his wife who had shared his sor- 
rows and joys for three-and-thirty years, 

and his other relatives and friends, and 
wound up with an apology. The hon- 
orable members were deeply affected, and 
moved to strike Kelley’s name out of 
the resolution, whereat the fountains ot 
the deep in the venerable protectionist’s 
bosom were opened, and he began to weep 
profusely, bringing his red bandana handker- 
chief, which had paid 58 per centum ad 
valorem, into frequent requisition, Next 
came White’s turn. He thought it not right 
that the Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee should endeavor to make a point 
out of the fact that there was insanity in his 
(White’s) family. In this very moderate re- 
buke a majority of the House seemed to con- 
cur, But White also apologized, as Kelley 
had done. Springer then magnanimously 
forgave them both, and they were excused 
by the House, which straightway resumed 
its session in Committee of the Whole and 
the consideration of the Legislative bill. 

The proceedings in the Senate were more 
sober and business-like. The amended House 
bill, reported from the Senate Committee on 
Finance, was taken up for consideration. It 
fixes the bonded period at five instead of eight 
years, and provides that interest shall be paid 
after three years. While Morrill and some 
other Republican Senators have nominally 
given in their adhesion to this bill for the 
purpose of having it reported, it will not 
probably receive a single Republican vote on 
its final passage, The Senators from tem- 
perance States dare not support it, and 
the Senators from States that have no pe- 
culiar temperance record will not vote for it 
because they believe they ought not todo so. 
Senator Sherman stated that the effect of the 
bill, whether intended or not, would be to 
encourage the manufacture of spirits. Now, 
it is not the business of Congress specially to 
encourage the liquor traffic, to provide free 
bonded warehouses for the distillers, or to 
permit their high-grade whiskies to acquire 
age and body at the public expense. The 
Government ought not to encou the 
overproduction of spirits for the further 
reason that if it shall do so it will be held re- 
sponsible for the possible business embarrass- 
ments of distillers when the market is over- 
stocked. It is only a short time since the 
bonded period was extended from one to 
three years, and now a further extension to 
five or eight years is demanded. If this 
should be granted it would afford only tem- 
porary relief. The true principle, as Sher- 
man stated, is, that the Government should 
permit whisky to be bonded only for a pe- 
riod sufficiently long to enable the distillers 
to find a favorable ket. The goods 
usually pass out hg ne control of 
the distillers and into the owner- 
ship of speculators in a year, or 
less time. ‘ihe Government is bound to 
afford the distitiers whom it taxes every rea- 
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bonded warehouse, Whisky differs from all 
other goods held in bond in this respect: 
that it improves with age, whereas tobacco 
arid all ordinary imported de- 
teriorate when held in bond for a long time. 
In these views of Senator Sherman it is 
understood Senator Windom and Secretary 
Folger ¢oncur. The judgment of the two 
| ex-Secretaries of the Treasury “and the prés- 
ent Seeretary is therefore against the bill, 
and it will be strange jf it shall pass in spite 
of their opposition. ‘Among the Democratic 
Senators Vest and Maxey are known to be 
opposed to it. 
The whisky-men in Washington were very 
gloomy last night. Many of them are in 
clined to curse the day that they listened to 
the seductive cajoieries of the tariff-men. 
They were doing weil enough asit was. If 
they had been content to let the law alone 
the trade would be in an infinithy better con- 
dition than it is; and many distillers who are 
thousands of dollars out of pocket and on 
the brink of ruin through the stagnation of 


THE TAX ON MATCHES, 

A correspondent asks if there be at pres- 
ent any combined effort to induce Congress 
to repeal the tax on matches? Why should 
matches be classed with whisk} and tobacco? 
Is it a fact that the large manufacturers of 
matches have such large discounts on their 
purchases of stamps that, by virtue of this 
discount, they can crush out the small oper- 
ators? We believe it is true tha? all the 
large manufacturers of matches have a com- 
bination by which they fix prices, and are 
able to command the market against those 
who carry on the business on asmaller scale. 
The tax on matches was originally one cent 
per box, and after various changes it was 
fixed at one cent per 100 matches or less, 
Originally 100 matehes was the quantity for 
a box. Now we believe that boxes which 
are sold to the public contain from sixty to 
eighty matches, the cost of the match be- 
ing collected two-fold from the consumer by 
the reduction of the number of matches in 
each package. The Government further al- 
lows to each person who buys stamps to the 
amount of $500 a deduction or discount of 5 
per cent, and if the manufacturer will pay 
for the die on which to have his stamps 
printed he can get a discount of 7}¢ per cent. 
Thus, on a purchase of $500 of stamps he 
can get a discount of $7.50 on each $100 
worth. 

The large business of manufacturing 
matches has been drifting for some time into 
few hands, and now the territory of the 
Union is understood to be divided into dis- 
tricts, and each of these large factories is 
given the trade of a district. These proprie- 
tors by crowding out the smaller establish- 
ments are able to establish and maintain a 
uniform price at which the goods are sold, 
and this price is fixed at rates which afford 
a liberal profit. The business was never 80 
prosperous or profitable as now, yet it is pos- 
sible the public are paying 30 to 40 per cent 
more for their matches than they would have 
to pay if the tax was abolished. The bounty 
of 7 per cent on the cost of the matches, 
and the reduced quantity of matches in each 
box because of the stamp, and the increased 
price of the matches because of the alleged 
tax and because of the combination, produce 
a condition of circumstances highly favor- 
able to and highly profitable to the large 
manufacturers. It is generally understood 
that those who manufacture extensively are 
opposed to the repeal of the tax on matches. 
Like all our revenue laws, all taxes are 
levied to benefit some special interest at the 
cost of the general public.

THE HIGH PRICE OF BEEF. 

The inordinately high price of beef and 
other meats is fast becoming the one subject 
of talk in household circles to the exclusion 
of servant-girlism, dressmaking, millinery, 
and the other topics which are usually dis- 
cussed in them. It is growing serious, for 
meat is regarded as one of the necessities of 
life, though it is by no means such, especial- 
ly in summer, and the price is going up, up, 
up, until the family purse is strained to meet 
the demands of the butchers. If it be a 
burden here, however, how much more 
serious it must be at the East! In Wash- 
ington Market, New York, porterhouse 
steak is worth Be per pound; choice 
cuts, 22@25c; sirloin, 28@25c; chuck roast, 
14@18c ; round steak, 20@22c; stewing pieces, 
10@12c; soup meat, S8@i2c. Spring lamb 
brings 22@25c; mutton quarters, l1@l4c; 
mutton chops, 15@18c; milk veal, Ilse; 
and grass veal, 7@10c by quarters; veal cut- 
lets, 14@35c ; chops, Ge; leg and loin, 16@ 
180. In the small shops prices range still 
higher, and 35 cents per pound for good steak 
is not an uncommon price in the suburbs of 
New York. 5 

A representative of the New York Sun re- 
cently started upon a quest for the reasons 
for the high prices, and in talking with the 
butchers he discovered four. The first of 
these is the great and continually increasing 
shipments of beef to Europe. It is alleged 
that the vast herds of the West cannot sup- 
ply cattle enough to keep up with the de- 
mand. And this too when there is no spe- 
cial reason in Europe affecting shipments, 
like a great war. If shipments now are so 
large as seriously to affect prices here, what 
would be the effect in case of a famine ora 
European war, or any unusual contingency 
that called for still larger shipments? The 
second cause discovered by the reporter was 
that fully half a million head of cattle per- 
ished from cold and hunger two winters ago 
in the West. The third cause is attributed to 
the drouth that prevailed last summer. If 
these are good causes, then we may expect 
that dealers will continue to keep prices up 
because of the floods in the Mississippi Val- 
ley this spring, and because of the cold 
weather this summer. If Nature can be 
utilized to supply reasons for high beef 
there will be no end to the supply, for some- 
how or other during the past few years 
none of the seasons have been just right and 
those of 1882 are the most eccentric of all, 
and will continue so until Tice and Vennor 
are suppressed. 

The fourth cause discovered was that last 
fall farmers realized that they were of- 
fered such prices for their corn and hay 
that it paid them better for selling it than 
feeding it to the cattle, notwithstanding the 
drouth of the summer; consequently, when 
spring came, the cattle which had been kept 
upon half rations of hay, straw, and chopped 
cornstalks were in no condition for the mar- 
ket.

There is an increased consumption of beef 
all over the country. The Americans are 
preSminently a beef-eating people, and even 
when prices are extremely high there is no 
abatement of consumption. People are ac- 
customed to beef, and they will have beef 
whatever it costs. The demand keeps right 
‘along with the price, and if prices mounted 
to twice the present rates 16 is not likely that 
the demand would abate in the least. Veal, 
mutton, and lamb have advanced a little, but 
by no means at any such eck 
pace as beef, and this of itself shows 
that people have not abandoned eating 
high-priced beef. There are numerous sub- 
stitutes for beef which are just as nourish- 
ing, just as healthy, and much more healthy 
in the summer months, and much cheaper, 
and it would be within the ability of people 
to largely regulate the price of beef if they 
would adopt them in its place. So long as 
high prices create no diminution in the 
demand, and involve no worse catastrophe 
than growling at the butcher, there is no 
good reason why the latter should not re- 
joice in high prices and keep them up. The 
real burden talls upon poor laboring men go 
whom beef is more a necessity than to any 
other class. Good vegetables, fruit, eggs, 
fish, shellfish, oatmeal, and farinaceous 
grains are more healthy in summer and 
more nutritious to the great majority of 
people than meat of any kind, but with the 
obstinacy which is peculiar to human 
nature this ls probably just the reason why 
people will not adopt them bstitutes for 
beef, though the change would soon affect 
prices. 


A SIXTY-FOUR-YEARS-OLD ARMY. 

Congress has for several months struggled 
to solve the intricate and long-considered 
problem of rejuvenating our little army of 
25,000 men who are charged with guarding 
and protecting 50,000,000 people. A few days 
ago it reached ite main conclusion as to the 
proper age for shelving superannuated sol- 
diers. While the sailors of our navy of 
wooden tubs are regarded as unfit to com- 
mand ships after reaching the age of 62 years, 
it has been ascertained that our soldiers, who 
are not subject to the exaciions of old Nep- 
tune, are good for a couple of years longer, 
and the period of their retirement has been 
definitively fixed at 64. 

Congress is to be congratulated upon the 
fact that it has profited by the experience of 
the country in past wars, and has begun to 
place our modest army upon an active and 
useful war footing. ‘‘ Now, by St. Paul, the 
work goes bravely on.” Let us follow the 
teachings of him of the hatchet, who bade 
us in time of peace prepare for war. 

The veterans of A years who are to be in- 
stantly retired, provided the pending bill 
becomes a law, are: four doctors, five minis- 
ters of the Gospel, seven storekeepers, two 
paymasters, and two engineers—in all twenty 
gray-headed, gouty veterans, out of a total 
of over 2,000 officers! With this fear- 
ful sweep of incapables from the list we 
may expect wonders from the remaining 
2,000 frisky young officers who are thus re- 
lieved of the presence of twenty old fogies! 
For a while we shall feel safe: we shall 
sleep o' nights, even if grim-visaged war 
should confront us—on the frontier. 

The British service, from which our own 
is largely modeled, and from which we have 
copied almost verbatim our code of military 
laws, retires its Colonels and Lieutenant- 
Colonels at the age of 55, its Majors at 48, and 
its Captains and Lieutenants at 40, these 
ages being considered in England the max- 
imum of effectiveness and usefulness in the 
respective spheres of those officers. But since 
we whipped the mother country in two wars 
we may safely conclude that the Yankee 
soldier is good for a longer period—to chase 
indians, play the pioneer, and keep off for- 
eign invaders. Hence our Lieutenants, Cap- 
tains, Majors, and Colonels will be retained 
until they are 64. 

We feel a good degree of assurance that 
the country is safe at last. Soldiers ripen 
fast after they are 62 years old. From that 
time till 64 they swell with wisdom and stick 
out with discretion. We tremble to think 
into what rash enterprise the country might 
have been precipitated by the passion and 
heat of 61-year-old Lieutenants, Captains, and 
Majors! But they will be restrained by the 
mature Generals of ® and 68 years of age. 
May the memory of Faistaff’s army inspire 
us with confidence in the gallant little band 
of veterans seasoned with the experience of 
that added wisdom which comes only with 
many ye 


THE TWO SAINTS LOUIS. 

The controversy which has sprung up be- 
tween St. Louis and East St. Louis over the 
inspection of grain ought not to be permitted 
toassume an angry form, as all the present 
indications point. There happen to be ele- 
vators on both sides of the river, one portion 
in the jurisdiction of Missouri and the other 
in that of Illinois. If we understand it, 
grain has heretofore been inspected into and 
out of all these elevators by Inspectors ap- 
pointed by the St. Louis Exchange, and so 
long as there was no objection and disagree- 
ment on this point the one inspection met 
all purposes. Now there isa disagreement. 
The political line which separates the two 
States has been appealed to, and the question 
of jurisdiction has been raised, On each 
side of the river there isan objection made 
to grain inspection made by officers holding 
their authority by appointments on the other 
side. This matter, except for the fees involved, 
really ought to have no disturbing effect. The 
grain on both sides of the river is not the 
property of the lnspectors, who have no legal 
control over it; it is the property of the own- 
ers. It may be that under the law grain de- 
livered at warehouses must of necessity be 
inspected, and in that case all grain sent to 
elevators on the Lilinois side must be in- 
spected on this side of the river, but as we 
understand it grain billed through is not 
compelled to be inspected at any point on 
the route, and that the owner and the con- 
signee may readily avoid all charges of tliat 
‘kind by contracts to that effect. As it now 
looks, the controversy is simply one in 
which the warehousemen on the respective 
sides of the river are interested. If grain be 
warehoused on the Illinois side of the river, 
then the warehouse is as clearly within this 
State and subject to the warehouse laws of 
Illinois as it it were at Chicago or any other 
part of this State, and when grain is shipped 
from there it must be shipped from this 
State and not from Missouri. 

The fact is, the game is not big enough to

MR. worn ON THE SITUATION. 
New York Herald, June 4. 

Our regular correspondent at Washington tele- 
graphs as follows; Mr. Simon Wolf, the recent 
Consul-General of the United States in Egypt 
being asked his views as to the situation of af- 
fairs in that country and the causes of the riot 
at Alexandria, says: Such riots are liable to 
bappen there. Such a riot, you remember, bap- 
pened there two years ago between the Greeks 
and the Jews. While the complications of at- 
fairs in Egypt is serious and bad people have 
taken advatage of this condition of things, there 
is nothing alarming in the fact that there bas 
been a riot at Alexandria. The Maltese and 
Greeks there are bad classes, all the thieving 
and robbery bemg done by just such peo- 
ple as they are. These kind of people combine 
with the lower orders of Arabs and create dis- 
turbances for purposes of pillage and robbery. 
The Consuls who were attacked are not Consuls- 
General, but commercial agents. The Greek 
Consul who has been wounded is not the Consul- 
General Ranga Bey, who married the daughter 
of Baron Gerault, and was weil known in Wasb- 
ington. {do not think there was any intention 
among the populace to burt any representative 
of a foreign country. These Consuls merely 
tried to keep the peace, and in doing this be- 
came entangled in the riot. The outbreak is 
suen as is liable to have occurred at any time in 
any great city. ° 

THE ORDERLY CLASSES. 

“ The better ciass of Egyptians are as orderly 
and peaceably disposed .and ag honest as any 
class of people in Europe or America. These 
riots are generally ed by Europeans more 
than by the Egyptians. Of course the lower 
classes there, as elsewhere, are easily persuaded 
at times to go astray. The European population 
at Alexandria is a very bad one. Of course there 
are some noble families there, but these consti- 
tute the exception, for the bulk of the European 
population is very disorderly, as is the case in 
every seaport. Two years ago the trouble to 
which I referred originated between the Greeks 
and Jews. It was alleged that a Greek child had 
been murdered by the Jews, but this 
was only an excuse, as the real pur- 
pose was piliage. in the present case 
these lower orders have simply taken advan- 
tage of the condition of affairs, but I do not be- 
lieve that any serious results will follow. The 
jealousy of the European Powers is Egypt's 
great safety- valve. That the Turks should have 
control of Egypt is of paramount consideration 
to England and France. While Egypt pays a 
stipend of £750,000 annually not one 
penny of this ever reaches Turkey, for it goes 
direct to London in part payment of the Turkish 
| debt. England and France bave all the offices, 
and to this is traceable the rebellious spirit 
among the officers as well as the better class of 
nuivtes. 

GERMAN INFLUENCE. 

“ While in Egypt the suggestion which I made 
to the different Ministers who consulted me— 
and I think an important one—was that Egypt 
should become an independent power like Bel- 
gium or Switzerland, ber freedom to be guaran- 
teed by the Powers. Such an independence 
would not only aid England and France in all 
their legitimate interests but it would de no im- 
jury to any country for Egypt to de free. She 
should be inde ent of the Turk as well as of 
the European — and would be an Empire 
unto herself. However, I believe that German 
ae age = A and German statesmanship will 
solve s question as it did two years 
ago. Then Bismarck solved the aues- 
tion while France and England were trembling 
for the result. In fact, German influence in 
Constantinople is all-predominant. That of 
France is merely a sentiment due to the fact 
that the French language is spoken there by ail 
the better classes. The present Khedive is the 
creation of that solution made by Prince Bis- 
marck. While be was selected by England, this 
was brought about by German influence, for 
Germanys influence led to Ismail Pacha’s fall. 
There is no doubt as to the existence of a great 
deal of national feeling in Egypt. I have met it 
there not only among the upper classes, but 
emcee the people, and far up and along the 


EGYPT’S FUTURE. 

“The Khedive himself feels it and knows 
there can be no future for Egypt except on the 
basis of education. He is a weil-meauing man 
anda moral ruler. No one accuses him of the 
rapacity or licentiousness that was brougbt 
against his father. As to the riots, I would like 
to say there need be no fear in regard to 
the American missions or schools or those wbo 
are in chärge of them. Most of these people 
bave been there twenty cr twenty-five years, 
They are universally esteemed by the natives, 
not only for their good works, but for their ad- 
mirable character. They have done a great deal 
of good, not in sectionaliging, but in * 
the ustives. By the way. 1 have just receiv 
a letter from Gen. Stone. He says that 
his resignation has not been accepted, but its 
held in abeyance until tne present complications 
are settled. He offered to resign because he bad 
sworn allegiance to the Khedive, but at the 
same time was afraid of the way in which Arabi 
Bey was gom on. Gen. Stone in his letter says 
that itis the vaulting ambition of Arabi Bey 
that has led him astray; that he became intoxi- 
cated by this ambition, and that the incense of 
flattery and the hope of power have been too 
great for him.

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THE FLOODS. 


Water Still Running Through a Num- 
ber of Crevasses on the Mississippi, 
and Considerable Land Still Under 
Water. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuné 
New ORLEANS, La., June 14,—Maj. H. B. Rich- 

ardson, Chief State Engineer, returned today 
from an inspection of the crevasses and river- 
front in the Parishes of Tensas, Madison, ana 
Concordia. He found water still running 
through a number of the larger crevasses. The 
backwater was still rising in the lower part of 
the Parish of Tensas and in the upper part of 
the Parish of Concordia, but in the Parish of 
Madison the backwater was at a standstill. As 
an illustration of the extent of the overflow in 
certain sections of these parishes, Maj. Richard- 
son says that a number of places bad been plauted 
three times this spring, and were again over- 
flowed, while in several instances plantations 
were hovelesly overflowed. Maj. Richardson 
states that it will be impossible to form an eati- 
mate in relation to the closing of the crevasses 
and the condition of the levees until the water 
ceases to flow through them and the river falls, 
when the banks that have been most badly 
washed cave in.

IT WILL BE CLOSED FOR WANT OF FUNDS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yoru, June 4.—A COmmittee from the 
Commissioners of Emigration have had a con- 
ference with representatives of various steam- 
ship companies on the subject of compensation 
for the care of immigrants. by the Castle Garden 
authorities. At the close of the conference the 
Commissioners’ committee felt encouraged to 
hope that the steamship companies would agree 
to pay the required charge of 50 cents per head 
for all immigrants landed at this port. Some 
surprise was occasioned today by the reception 
in the Commissioners’ office of letter dated 
North Atlantic Steam-Traiiic Confereace, June 
14, and addressed to Commissioners Taintor, 
Hauselt, and Starr, the Conference Committee, 
stating that, at a meeting Of representatives 
of sixteen lines of transatlantic passenger 
steamers, 

THE SECRETARY WAS INSTRUCTED TO STATE 
that it was declared to be in the opinion of the 
meeting inadvisable for the steamsbip compa- 
nies to contract with the Commissioners of Im- 
migration of the State of New York at the 
present time on the basis of the payment of 50 
cents for each alien immigrant passenger landed 
at Castle Garden. The Immigration Commis- 
sioners will meet on dew 1 and it is expected a 
resolution will be ado directing that Castle 
Garden be closed and all business suspended 
there at noon on Saturday. The steamship com-

TO BE PLACED IN AN ELBEBON CHAPEL.

New York, June 14.—The Garfield memorial 
tablet, which is to be placed in St. James’ Chapel 
at Elberon, where Bishop Searborough preached 
the funeral sermon of the martyred President, 
bas been received from Cox & Bons, of London, 
the manufacturers, and is now on exhibition at 
the New York agency of the firm, No. 12 Biole 
House. The tablet, which is fifty-six inches nigh 
and twenty-three inches wide, is of polished 
brass, and is engraved and ornamented with 
colored enamel. The design a free treatment 
of the Gothie, and consists of two conventional 
ized columas, surmoun by atrefoiled arched 
canopy, upon either side of whicu and from the 
crest of the canopy rise narrow pinnacles.

which are surrounded by intricate tracery. The 
full-length sword of Garfield takes up the en- 
tire length of the tablet, the hilt oocupyimg the 
dome of the canopy. About the bilt is twined a 
wreath of laurel, and on either side of tne blade 
are the heraldic shieids of Ohio and New Jersey. 
Upoa the lower portion of the tablet, crossing 
the blade of the sword, is the inscription in plain 
Euglish text:

A Peat of Rabbits. 
The Gentieman's Magazine. 

New Zealand has suffered grievouslyfrom the 
ravages of the geutiest of furry foes. About 
twenty years acolonist brought seven rab- 
bits from the old * * to his new home at 
Invercargillin the southern isle. It was thought 
that to turn these adrifton the bieak sandhiils 
along the coast could not fail to prove a benefit 
to the colony. Fer some years this answered 
capitaily, and the coloaisis enjoyed excellent 
shoot on the links (as such a seaboard 
is called in Scotiand). But ere long the rabbits 
increased to such an extent that they cropped 
every blade of grass and even devoured the 
roots, which alone bound the light sandbilis 
and prevented them from biowing over the 
better soll inland. Very soon this evil occurred, 
and the land was greatly injured. n the 
farmers on the seacoast began shooting and 
ere in earuest; but by this time some more 
rabbits had been impor and from 
these two centres the mischief rapidly spread. 
Considering that cach rabbit breeds eight times 
a year, and produces an average of six yo 
at each litter, it is easy to perceive how rap 
must be their increase. On the other band, 
their human foes are few, the settiers in the 
interior living eight to ten miles apart—a lonely 
life, in truth, where perhaps half a dozen men 
herd the tlocks which range over 50,000 acres. 
It became evident these shepherds could 
never check the progress of tne evil without 
assistance, so meu were hi to ferret, trap, 
shoot, or worry the invaders. ese men trav- 
eled with large packs of dogs, euspbering from 
one totwo dozen. They were paid at the rate 
of twopence a skin. It was, however, scon 
found that the sale of skins fetched less 
than they cost, while the presence of strange 
dogs disturbed the sheep, and often resulted 
in their bemg worried. The sheep-r uns, 
being in general tracts of Orown land merely 
rented by the farmer for a limited term of 
rears for the purpose of rearing stock, it was 

ound in many cases not to be worth the ex- 

nse of attempting to cope with the miechiet. 
One cure after another was tried, such as stop- 
ing the burrows with cotton-waste saturated 
2 bisulphide of carbon, but all were succes- 
sively given up as useless efforts to meet 80 
widespread an evil.

Christian Schools in Mormondom. 

Prof. Benner, of the Christian Academy in 
Salt Lake City, spoke in the First Congregational 
Church lecture-room last evening on Mormon- 
ism. He stated that the Mormons were as 
strong as ever in the beautiful Valley of Salt 
Lake, and were receiving more recruits this sea- 
son than usual from abroad. Of all the agents 
which had been employed to break up polygamy 
inthe Territory, the infiuen f the Christian 
schools seemed the most powerful. There were 
now fourteen Episcopal, eight Presbyterian.. 
twelve Methodist, and four Congregational 


schools, all of which were well patron- 
ized; and in fact accommodations 
in most cases were inadequate. The academy 


was attended by the children of the leading 
Mormon families. Several of Brigham Young’s 

andchiidren, and his first and second chancel- 

res children were among the pupils. In all 
they had about 350 scholars. The speaker said 
many of these children had been converted and 
continued in the school, or did good out of it. 
Indirectly the influence of their schools had also 
improved the Mormons, having raised the stand- 
ing of theirown school system. He believed 
that the introduction of the Christian schools 
among thbir people solved the Mormon problem. 
The academy was estabiished through the ben- 
eficence of Mrs. Stone, of Boston, and others, 
including the Gentile population of Salt Lake. 
An academy building is now in course of erec- 
tion, and the professor is here inviting people to 
aid in the work. About $10,000 is wanted.

A NEW TRIAL, 


Dr. Hall, of Michigan, Sent to the Pen- 
itentiary for the Alleged Poisoning of 
His Wife, Gets Another Chance to 
Prove His Innocence. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
LANSING, Micb., June 14.—The readers of Tur 
TRIBUNE will remember reading from time to 
time in regard to the arrest, trial, and convic- 
tion of Dr. Nathan C. Hall, of Davisburg, Oak- 
land Co., Mich., for the murder, by poison, of bis 
wife, Anna Hall. The case forms one of the 
most interesting chapters in the criminal caleu- 
dar of Michigan, both because of its sensational 
features and the stubbornness with which it was 
contested. A brief résumé of the circumstances 
will bein order. Mrs. Hall died on the l7th day 
of April, 1880, The suspicions against the bus- 
band were growing and strengthening through 
the summer until the body was exhumed and 
the organs submitted to chemists for analysis. 
The finding of the chemists tended to strength- 
en the suspicions, and figally led to tne arrest, 
examination, and binding over of Dr. Hall for 
trial. The case was first tried in June, 1880. The 
trial lasted six days and resulted iu the jury be- 
ing unabie to agree, The vote stood four for 
conviction and eight for acquittal. In October 
Dr. Hall was the second time laced ‘in 
the prisoner's dock to de ried for 
the murder of his wife. At the begin- 
ning of the second trial counsel for the defend- 
ant made a motion to quash the panei, for the 
reason that the return of the names of personas 
constituting the jury was not made in accord- 
ance with law. The trial, however, proceeded, 
and lasted for nearly twenty ys. The jury 
returned a verdict of guilty, Dr. Hall was 
sentenced to State's Prison for life. The Hon. 

Sumner Howard, the counsel for defend- 

ant, carried the case to the Supreme 

Court, and Judge Campbell today ren- 

dered a decision, based on the claim of 

error in regard to the impaneling 
of the jury mentioned and other — — 
ordering tbe prisoner discharged from State's 

Prison and remanding bim to the Sheriff of Oak- 

land County fora new trial. In the meantime 

be may be bailed in the sum of 92,000. Thus 
one of the most remarkable murder cases in the 
history of Michigan is again to be reopened.

A Couple of Them Found Wandering 
Around the “ Paris of America.”

CINCINNATI, O., June 13.—This morning the 
police saw a great crowd of people at Fourth 
and Vine streets pressing around some object of 
curiosity. They pressed through the crowd ana 
found it to be a pair of Mennonite refugees 
from Mount Lebanon, Asia, who had stopped 
at the above corner, trying to converse with an 
ltalian street vender.

A BREAK FOR LIBERTY. 


Three Convicts in the Golerade Peni- 
temtiary Attempt to Escape—Two 
Killed and the Other Recaptured,

Deceased was 39 years old, and bad a husband 
and four children, the oldest a young lady.

FROM SUPERINTENDENT M’GARIGLE. 

Superintendent McGarigie, who is on a leave 
of absence for his health, was heard from by the 
Mayor yesterday.

“ After an interesting week spent in this city, 
I thought it proper to write you.

The penalty for neglect or giving false address 
is one year in prison. 

“ I think, however, if the reporters who find 
fault with the police tu Chi for not prevent- 
ing fast driving were here for a few days they 
would think we had a very considerate lot of 
drivers. 

I visited the dance-houses and low saloons 
in the old part of the city. State street places 
are Sunday-sehools compared to them. I assist- 
ed in arresting two men who assaplted a man 
last Saturday evening down near the docks and 
robbed him of a gold watch. 

“They have 1,200 police on the metropolitan 
force, and the Lord Mayor has 900 men. In the 
lower part of London they have two men sta- 
tioned on the corners and an extra man travel- 

through the block.“

health, From which it is to be inferred that he is 
doing well: and he also says nothing about when 
he proposes to return, which is a matter of cor- 
responding interest.

FLAGRANT VIOLATIONS OF THE LAW. 

While the police find time to arrest clerks play- 
ing ball at their nooning in the alleys, they are 
much too busy to attend to violations of the city 
ordinances of a much more gross and dangerous 
nature. The violations of the building ordi- 
nance are frequent, and the arrests are some- 
times heard of, but the convictions are few and 
far between.

Celebration of the Seventieth Anni-

About Four Hundred People Present 
to Congratulate the *

Boston, June 14.~—To honor Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, and to congratulate her on reaching her 
70th birthday, a large company of her friends 
asset bied this afternoon at the residence of ex- 
Gov. Claflin, at Newtonville. From near and 
remote parts of the country, from veteran 
abolitionists and youog authors; from men 
known by their service to men as much as their 
ability, from women endeared to the world by 
their sympathy as much as admired for their 
brilliancy, came greetings in person or by letter 
to give words of congratulation for the long life 
of deserved su and to wish a continued delay 
in the course of the declining sun. About 400 
were present. The Beecher family was fully 
represented, and every branch of social and 
literary life in New England was present by 
representation. 

THE SPEECHES WERE FEW. 

Mr. Houghton welcomed the guests, and 
Henry Ward Beecher responded for bis sister, 
relating, in the course of his speech, how the 
reading of “Uacie Tom's Cabin , affected 
him. Said he: 1 dad got weil into the 
second volume. It was Thursday. Sunday was 
looming up before, and at the rate at which I 
was going there would not be time to finish it 
before Sunday, and I could never preach until [ 
had. 80 ILset myself to it, and determined to 
finish it before Sunday. I had got a considerable 
way into the second volume, and I recommvnd- 
ed my wife to go to bed. I didn’t want anybody 
down there. 

I SOON BEGAN TO CRY. ' 

Then I went and shut all the doors, for I 
did not want any one to see me. Then I 
sat down to it, and finished it that 
night, for |knewonlyin that way I would be 
able to preach on Sunday. i know that many of 
you must have read it something as I did at that

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POLICE-COURT BAILIFFS. 


Their Failure to Make Report of Fines 
for Violation of the Bullding Law. 

A reporter took some pains yesterday to look 
further into the spirit of Aid. Purocell’s resoiu- 
tion calling upon the Controller to furnish 
monthly reports of the amount he received 
from the Police Courts on account of fines for 
violating the building ordinances. He found a 
most deplorable condition, and at a glance saw 
that the Alderman bad madea mistake in not 
including in his order all fines, and that Mayor 
Harrison had made a t mistake in allowing 
the several Bailiffs to go so long without ac- 
coanting for what they were rece > 

At the Controller's office it was nd that, 
with one exception, the Bailiffs had made no re- 
port since the first of the year—either of what 
ar had received in cash or what they had done 
with the executions piaced in their hands—so 
there was no way of determining anything.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened irregular, with some pressure 
from the bears. Fluctuations were upward and 
downward, and did not indicate any settied drift 
in the market. But the uncertainty soon dis- 
appeared, and a strong upward movement be- 
gan, which continued to the close, with a slight 
concession in some of the final quotations. ; 

There were some indications of a bear panic. 
The smali bears were reported to be covering 
freely. Nothing was said about the big bears. 
Perhaps they had, as a little lame, started early. 
The determined attack made on the market last 
week under cover of rumors of failures looked 
very much like a device of powerful bears to 
cover. * 

Crop prospects are good, even for backward 
corn if the present weather continues, and Wall 
street has apparently determined to harvest the 
crop in advance of tne farmers. Some con- 
servative brokers have been recommending 
Purchases of stocks for two weeks on the 
grounds of better crop outlook, returning con- 
fidence, easy money, the heavy short interest, 
and the fact that prices had been desiccated by 
eleven months of downward pressure. 

The bears resist the recovery stubbornly. They 
lay great Stress on the fact, which cannot be de- 
nied, that the corn crop is backward; they quote 
the Railroad Gazette as autbority for the state- 
ment that 25,000 iniles of new road will be built 
this year, and argue that with heavy crops to be 
moved and a light European demand the coun- 
try can not possibly stand this rapid drain of 
cash into the interior for railroad buliding. A 
big crop, they say, always makes a little panic. 
Hence if prices do for the moment gO against 
them they comfort themselves with the idea that 
a break is inevitable in the long run.

Hoasting a Prisoner on a Spit.

Phillos Alexin, who died in Lamia the other 
day at the great age of #4, bad in his youth con- 
tributed—but only under compuision—to one of 
the most terrible deeds perpetrated by the Turk- 
ish forces employed to crush the Greek rebellion 
of i821. He was plying nis trade as a master car- 
penter in bis native town when Ower Brionis 
Pasha entered Lamia in triumph, after his vic- 
tory over the insurgents at Thermopyi@, where 
be bad taken several insurretionary leaders 
prisoners, among them the celebrated champion 
of Hellenſe liberties, Athanasios Diakos. The 
fierce Mosiem commander doomed that beroic 
youth to be spitted on a wooden stake roast- 
ed alive; and Alexin was required, on pain of 
death, to supply the executioners of this barbar- 
ous sentence with all the implements needed for 
its fuliiiment—that is to say, a spit of timber, 
fitted at either end with a bandle by which it 
might be made to revolve, and two stout wooden 
tresties provided with circular grooves, wherein 
both extremities ‘wf the stake might have free 
play during the luckless patriot’s martyrdom. 
Ou the 26th of April, 121, as soon as Alexin had 
completed the task imposed upon him, the 
Pusha’s inhuman decree was carriec out to the 
letter. Diakos displayed unflinching fortitude 
throughout his borribie torment, and bis death 
scene. to which Alexin was a witness, made au 
impression upon the latter's mind that time 
could not efface. He retained it. indeed, with 
undiminisbed vividness until within a few hours 
of his demise.

New York, June 12.—I went to Coney Island 
Saturday, and found the cool weather was 
breaking the hearts of the hotelkeepers, It 
looked melancholy as a scene after a storm 
among wreckers with nothing come ashore. At 
the Brighton Hotei I took the following aston- 
ishing prices for the season trom the bill of fare: 
Sirloin steak for one, 8% cents; common round 
steak, 60 cents; porterhouse steak, $1.40; cheese 
rarebit, 40 cents; lamp chops, 75 cents; broiled 
spring chicken, $1.90; half a little spring obick- 
en, SI; a sweet-bread, 8 cents; slice of roast 
beef, 50 cents; spring lamb, 75 cents; eels, 50 
cents; and whitebait, the new British fish 
spawned here, Ia plate. Sol took a plate of 
clam chowder anda piece of ship bread, and 
borrowed the bill of fare as a curiosity for my 
grandfather. 

THE RUSSIAN JEWS. 

Emigration is a serious sight here, especially 
since the half-naked Russian Jews are coming 
in by swarms. An observer of these people says 
no body of people poorer ever passed the gates 
of Castle Garden, A Russian refugee can be 
recognized anywhere by his long coat, his small 
cap, and his dirty bodily condition. In this they 
are as unique as in their poverty. Women who 
attempt to cross Battery Park,and who en- 
counter a group or two of refugees near the en- 
trance, frequently turn back, unwilling to risk 
further adventure or closer contact. The other 


immigrants in Castle Garden are often seen to 
ayoid the Russians. 

Russians differ from the others, bowever, 
in the pride and confidence of their mien and 
carriage. Never is one seen—among the men, 
at least—whose head is not held high, whose 
eye does not meet the public gaze unflinch- 
ingly, and whose deportment is not that 
of a man who understands and appre- 
Ciates the freedom that is the boast of the 
land he has found. There seemed to be 500 in 
and around Castle Garden yesterday. They will 
not accept manual work. The oflicers here can- 
not get enough mill hands to meet the demand. 
They go to these men and offer them instant 
work at good wages, but they want to stay in 
New York. They are peddiers and small trades- 
men, of whom from other nations it has been 
hinted that fartoo many have come and are 
huddied inthe cities of the land, These refu- 
gees dislike to go far from the committee. Some 
who have been sent out on good lands iu Ohio 
have returned quickly, saying that they were 
not suited. They want to go to Vineland, N. J., 
or some place near the headquarters of the 
committee, to which they can return easily if 
everything 1s not to their taste. What they want, 
and all they ask for, is money. They understand 
money, and have somehow come to think they 
are to get it. 

The young girls are possessed of all the beau 
ty for which the youth of their race are famous. 
After their ablutions at the Croton taps roses 
bloomed in their cheeks, and their large, deep, 
biack eyes, Oriental features, shining black hair, 
and perfect teeth were seen to good advantage. 
But they were no more careful of their dress 
than their elders. They and the elder women 
were not only scantily ciad, but were often 
without, not Ornament alone, but nearly all the 
lesser articles of attire that go to make a wom- 
ans dress complete. There was not a hat, hood, 
or bonnet among them. They often conducted 
themselves in the crowded yard witha freedom 
to have been looked for only in the privacy of a 
home, and appeared either unconscious of or 
unconcerned about the presence of the muiti- 
tude around them. 

The movement of the Russians is conducted 
as a poetic rather than a purely business mat- 
ter. The Aid Society is to be sincerely sympa- 
thized with, for itis handling a most peculiar 
poopie, and its troubles multiply every day. 

hese refugees bave been so tenderly handied, 
80 wept over, 80 commiserated and fondled, so 
to speak, ia Paris, Hamburg, London, Havre, in 
short, wherever they have stopped, that a far 
greater degree of intelligence and humility than 
theirs would have been deadened before they 
reached here. Wretched enough when they es- 
caped their persecutors, and, willing to accept 
anything then, they have come to expect every 
attention and all consideration here. 
it comes about that they linger 
until they cost the committee 
a head. They are everywhere called 
religious martyrs, and it is perhaps 
natural they should expect, as they do, time and 
assistance for celebrating in full form every re- 
ligious festival and custom,and should loudly 
complain, as they do, if their daily fare is not 
that which their relizion has taught them to de- 
mand. Nowhere bas even a barsh word been 
spoken to them. 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION, 

Pheips, Dodge & Co., E. D. Morgan & Co., and 
other merchants have signed a memorial asking 
President Arthur to put on the Tarif? Commis- 
sion some one practical man familiar with cus- 
tom-house matters. No representative seems to 
bave been given to the interests of commerce, so 
far as fey are concerned in those peculiar feat- 
ures of the tariff that leave the importer in 
doubt of the true meaning of the law, produce 
vexatious delays and litigation, and encourage 
dishonest practices. The memorialists appeal 
to President Arthur's experience as Collector of 
these objectionable features of the tariff. 

THEATRICAL. 

Last year, while there were only three thea- 
tresin New York and two in Boston which Kept 
regular companies in all the land, there were 
traveling on the road no less than 345 theatrical 
com panies, of which 280 started out at one time 
at the beginning of the season, A very great 
number of these“ walked back’’ before the sea- 
son was half over. 

THE ST. GOTHARD TUNNEL. 

The tunnel under St. Gothard, the second tun- 
nel opened under the Alps, is worth the atten- 
tion of tourists in Europe this summer. At Air- 
Ola, 3.756 feet above the level of the sea, the 
tunnel begins, and runs through the St. Gothard 
the entire distagce to Goschenen, the other out- 
let, being nine miles anda quarter. Bale and 
Milan—that is to say, Germany and Italy—are 
now within thirty-six hours of each other. 
The railroad belonging to the St. Goth- 
ard Company is only U3 miles long, of 
which twenty-four miles are tunneled. The 
work on the great tunnel was done at the rate of 
twenty to twenty-four feetaday. The chiefim- 
pediment in piercing was not the hard rock, but 
a layer of soft clay, which it was easy to dig out 
but extremely difficult to prevent from falling 
in. Out of the 4,000 workmen engaged in the en- 
terprise 170 lost their lives, and many others con- 
tracted diseases from working in the confined at- 
mosphere. The cost of the whole line amounts 
to nearly $40,000,000. 

STRIKERS. 

As to the number of men idle by the strike it 
is difficult to arrive at an exact statement. The 
best estimate we have is that of the Secretary 
of the Western lron Association. The number 
of men employed in the milis affected is given 
as follows: Pittsbu district, 20,000; West Vir- 
ginia, 3.228; Ohio, 10,266; Indiana, 1,740; Lilinois, 
2.468; Missouri, 855; Kentucky, 2.170: Michigan, 
925; Nebraska, 100; Wisconsin, 500; Shenango 
Valley, Pa., 3,000; total, 45,752. 

THE LIQUOR QUESTION, 

New York is also troubled politically on the 
liquor question. The trade in liquor is greatiy 
on the increase, as the records of the internal 
revenue show. Thus the revenue derived from 
the liquor traffic for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1881, was $87,323,859, or nearly $7,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the previous year. The increase in the 
sule of termented liquors is enormous. In 1872 
the number of gallons of beer manufactured 
was 268,462,237. Last year the breweries of the 
United States turned out 14,311,028 barrels, or 
about 443,641,868 gallons—thus showi that 
the business bas nearly doubied within 
that period, while 
the year previous 
gallons. The amount 
vested in this business is estimated at $400,000,- 
000, andthe number ot breweries according to 
the latest statistics is 2,761. Nor are Americans 
more addicted to bibulous pleasures than Euro- 
peans, who are supposed to be still in advance 
of us in all the more refined arts of civilization. 
The drink bill of England last year was over 
$611,000,000; while the breweries of Europe, 
nur bering in all about forty thousand, produce 
annually nearly two billion two hundred and 
fifty million gallons of malt liquor. Against this 
enormous traffic the efforts of temperance or- 
ganizations and religious bodies bave made com- 
** little headway. attempt to abol- 

eh the trade in alcobolic bevera y a single 
stroke of legislation is not edas practi- 
cable except by a very few. 

The Sprague bill, ‘tom passed in New York, 
makes important new regulations. Heretofore 
the licensee was required to find sureties only in 
the sum of $250, while his bondsmen were not 
held liable except in cases where bling or 
disorderly houses .were kept. Under the new 
law the dealer must give a bond of $1,000, the 
bondsmen must justify in the sum of $2,000, and 
the sureties will be liable to forfeit the penaity

WEST POINT CADETS: 


There are no pockets in the trousers of the 
West Point Cadets, nor in their coats either. 
The cadets wear no vest4, and are trained to do 
without pockets. They are left free to choose 
between putting their handkerchiefs in their 
caps or breasts. The autborities say they must 
not use tobacco. They are not allowed to carry 
money, and the ones who govern them do not 
see what need they have for pockets. When the 
„ plebs first arrive they swagger around with 
their hands in their pockets, and, in fact, do not 
seem to know where else to put them.

MEDICAL. 

I was speaking with au eminent physician of 
this city today about the action of the National 
Medical Convention in refusing admission to the 
New York delegates because they consult- 
ed homeopatnhists. He said; “Nothing 
could better show the advance in liberality, 
and incidentally in knowledge and wis- 
dom, of the profession in New York over 
the rest of the country than this ridiculous ac- 
tion. Yet country doctors are not to be scouted. 
They were honest. Not being thrown into the 
variety and character of practice that the pro- 
fession here has, they of course adhere to their 
old prejudices, just as politicians down in the 
country keep their intolerance after city peo- 
ple have given it up. Homeopathy, at the time 
when the regular practitioners refused to con- 
suit with its devotees, was a very crude, empir- 
ical thing. But so is medieine, for ali hat. The 
men who assume the least for medicine are those 
who. know it the most. The science is aay — 
just far enough to show us the huge chasm be- 
tween what we can do and woat we do not know. 
Homeopathy in the. intervening years bas 
raised itself to consideradon among thou- 
sands, i might almost say millions, of 
wise veople. In a large city like this 
weare called by some respectable family to a 
consultation with their homeopathist, who bas 
been liberal enough on his part to ask that we 
be sent for. We walk in the room and say we 
will nave nothing to do with life and death un- 
less that man goes out. Now, we neither can 
afford it in New York, nor do we propose to be 
80 dogmatic and betray our boorishness. We 
know that the man on the other side has bad a 
medicai education in a college, and is as well 
acquainted with the anatomy as we are. As far 
as sending our delegation away from the con- 
vention is concerned, it is laughable. You see, 
many of those country doctors never went to a 
National Convenuon before, and they feel very 
much elated.” 

Well.“ said I, “it is said that the New York 
men take the homeopathists in because they are 
specialists in New York.” 

Well. it is true that in the delegation which 
left the convention there were several men who 
make large sums of money in specia! branches. 
The tendency of medicine nowadays is toward 
speciaities. Butaman cannot be a specialist 
of any consequence unless he has pushed far 
abead of the usual grade of doctors, and, after 
he has been completely educated at the colleges, 
continues his reading and experiments in the 
direction of his specialty. One ofthe men put 
out of the convention was prominent in skin 
diseases, and another in venereal diseases. I 
attend chiefly to eve and ear diseases. I bave 
sat up many a night reading and experimenting 
when these country doctors were riding around 
in their gigs.” 

“ Who makes the most money of any practi- 
tioner in New Vork? 

suppose that Loomis and Thomas make the 
most. Loomis is in the general practice of medi- 
cine, but he has a bigh reputation as a consult- 
ing physician, and is sent for in prominent cases 
by the family doctor. He told me that lust year 
he made between the Ist of January and Ist of 
July $200 a day, which is at the rate of 870.000 a 
year.”

The Dangers of the Swimming Schools. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cad. June 14.—I have felt it my duty on 
several occasions to call the attention of the 
City Board of Health and the patrons of the 
swimming schools to the dangers attendant on 
the improper and imprudent use of them. 
When the Central Natatorium was: first started 


the man ment announced that a competent 
medic al or would be in attendance. But 
before the season was over several cases of 
dangerous diseuse came under my care, one of 
which proved fatal, which disease was di 
traced to undue exposure to the water by re- 
maining too long in the tank. During the same 
season many other cases came to my knowledge 
where serious injury was done to the health of 
oung men and women by improper nce 
n the bath. 

It is well known to medical men that persons 
unused to being in the water cannot be exposed 
to its influence for any length of time, exceed- 

a few minutes, without inducing conges 

of internal organs. Sometimes it is the stom- 
ach, liver, or intestines which are affected; 
often the _ „* brain, and spinal cord. These 
congestions, if affecting the latter organs, some- 
times rapidly prove fatal, and resist the most 
thorough and scientific treatment. Now, I 
would like to ask if there is a physicianin at- 
tendance on the several swimming schools of 
this city? Did not the permit which they 
procured oblige them to have one? On ne 
of the young people who patronize these schools 
I find they are ignorant of the existence of any 
medical director. or any other person who at- 
tempts to direct the patrons as to the time al- 
lowed to remain in the tank, or the conditions of 
the body favorable to going into the 
tank, or the indications which should gov- 
ero their coming out of the water. 
Who regulates the temperature of tne water? 
Who exercises any real sanitary supervision 
over these schools? 1 am informed by several 
patrons of both sexes that they often remain iu 
the water an hour ortwo! This is too long with 
the water at 80 degrees, and with the water below 
70 degrees positively dangerous to health and 
often fatal to life. 

One of the most recent cases of the fatal re- 
suits of improper exposure in the swimming 
school is the sudden illness and death of a young 
and promising son of the Hon. Henry Crawford. 
Last Friday, while in the enjoyment of perfect 
health, he visited the Natatorium and remained 
in the water a long time—probably an hour or 
more. He went Lome, and in the evening com- 
plained of languor and headache; the next 
morning was ill with high fever and typhoid 
symptoms, and the following night was delirious. 
This intense fever and delirium continued 
until Tuesday morning, showing all the symp- 
toms of acute inflammation of the brain and 
spinal curd, Tuesday morning the vital energies 
sank rapidly; he became comatose, and died in 
the evening of the same day. This fatal result 
should teach a serious lesson to rents and 
tis my con- 
viction that the officers of the City Board of 
Healtb should take medical supervision of these 
schools and appointa competent medical man to 
mauage the conduct of their patrons. There 
should be a set of rules framed by the Boara 
of Health for the conduct of those who enter the 
tank. The time and period and other conditions 
should be set forth, and they should be forced 
to comply with them. I believe the victims to 
the improper mapagement of the swimming 
schools can be counted by the hundreds in this 
city, and it is time the matter should be regulat- 
ed by the proper authorities.

WAGNER AND PARIS. 


A Letter of the Great Composer—Why a 
Parisian Verdict {Is Not Sought for 
„ Lohengrin ”’—A French Critic’s Apoll 
ogy for the Germau Miusician’s De- 
clsion. 

The Paris Renaissance Musicale published in 
its last number the following letter addressed to 
one of its editors by Herr Richard Wagner: 

“ BAYREUTH, May 17, 1882.—Dear Str: A 
newspaper extract, which bas been sent me and 
which i transmit to you, proves to me that the 
question of producing Lohengrin in Paris is 
still wrapped in darkness. I wish to try and 
throw light upon the subject. 

Not only am I not desirous that Lohengrin 
should be performed in Paris, but I am ex- 
tremely desirous that it should not be, and for 
the following reasons: Firstly, because *‘ Lohen- 
gin, having made its way throughout the worid, 
does not need this performance; and, secondly, 
because it is impossible to translate it into 
French and sing it in French in such a manner 
as to convey an idea of whatit is. And, as far 
as a representation in German is concerned, I 
can conceive that the Parisians should not be 
anxious for it. 

“| bave offered no objection to the execution 
of fragments of the opera when they really were 
fragments, but now that whole acts are given 
in concerts I cannot ‘conceal from you 
the fact that the proceeding is disagree- 
able to mo. 1 accorded Herr Neumann 
the authorization to represent my 
works in Paris, I will frankly admit, without 
much reflection. After subsequent considera- 
tion I asked Herr Neumann to give up Paris, 
and, as bis enterprises are surely not under- 
taken with the intention of offending me, | ex- 
pect to win him over to my view of the case, 
which I hesitate to force upon him, inasmuch as 
matters bave already progressed so far as to 
have entailed upon bim large outlays. 

“ My works are essentialiy German, and I am 
confident that those of your fellow-countrymen 
to whom, whatever the reason, they appear 
worthy of attenuon, will not object to become 
acquainted with them in their original form. 

Be good enough, dear sir, to print these 
lines so that those persons who care for precise 
facts may know my opinion concerning the rep- 
resentation of my worksin Paris. Believe me, 
etc., RICHARD WAGNER.” 

In the musical feuilleton of the Journal de 
Debats, under date of June 1, M. Ernest Reyer, 
the distinguished composer and musical critic, 
reprints Herr Wagner's letter, and supplements 
it with these comments: 

“This letter, whereof it would not be in very 
good taste to smngie out the Germanicisms and 
criticise the style—as we have no rigbt to be 
severe toward foreigners who write and speak 
our language—tbis letter, whereof tae matter 
is, moreover, more interesting than the man- 
ner, bas made a great noise in the musical 
world, and been interpreted in several ways. 
Some persons regard it as worthy at all points 
of the illustrious composer whose signature it 
bears; others proclaim it insulting to the Pa- 
risian public; some, without coming forth too 
definitly, think that Richard Wagner might 
have abstained from writing it. My opinion is, 
that, before passing Judgment, it is proper to 
take into careful consideration the man who 
wrote it, and the place whence it comes. 

“It is penned by a man, by a musician, whom, 
at a period when that man was nothing else to 
us but a musician, we hooted, scorned, hisged, 
and turned into ridicule. He wreaked his re- 
venge upon us brutally, clumsily, anu without 
the slightest generosity, I will admit; but he 
wreaked his revenge as best he could, and he 
had the right to be avenged. 

„For some time past we have tried to extend 
to him a tardy reparation, and we go toward him 
with smiles on our lips and sprigs of laurel in 
our hands. He only half believes the sincerity 
of our conversion and our enthusiasm, which 
have been so siow, and tells us that he does not 
need us, and beg us to let him alone. 

“ Keflect now that bis letter is dated from Bay- 
reuth, where he who is regarded eisewbere as a 
musician of genius at most, has his temple, his 
sectarians, hie Levites, his incense, his constel- 
lations, his clouds, his sceptre, bis thunderbolt, 
all the machinery of an apotheosis, and where he 
is worshiped as agod. And ask of yourselves 
if this man who has been made a god can make 
a quill pen and write like an ordinary mortal to 

ple who are not of the same stuff as himself. 

tichard Wagner addresses himself to ali French- 
men, to all Parisians, when he writes to the ed- 
itor of the Renaissance Musicale, for he asks that 

bis letter be published. And he cherishes no il- 

lusion to the slight desire of which Parisians 

may be possessed to listen at their own doors to 
an essentiaitly German work sung to them in 

German. ‘My works are essentially German,’ he 

says, and, after having pretty disdainfully de- 

clared that *‘ Lohengrin’ can dispense with the 
consecration of the Parisian public, he adds that 
it is ‘impossible to have it transiated into French 
and sung in French in such a manner as to give 
an idea of what it is.“ It is plain that a work 
always loses by translation, and essentially 

French works lose quite as much by the opera- 

tion as essentially German works. his does not 


prevent Auper’s, Halévy's, Meyerbeer’s, and 


Gounod’s scores from being prized in Germany, 
nor does it prevent our appreciation of the 
genius of Weber and Beethoven when we listen 
to ‘Der Freyschiitz’ and ‘Fidelio’ sung in 
French or in Italian. While Beethoven's mas- 
terpiece excited enthusiasm when Mme. Schroe- 
der-Devrient in.erpreted it in Paris in its orig- 
inal form, it was no Jess loudly applauded thirty 
or forty years later, when Mme. Viardot sang it 
in French at the Theatre Lyrique, and Mlle. 
Krauss in Italianin the Theatre Ventadour. I 
concede that the libretto of ‘ Fidelio’ gains by 
being rendered in the language in which it 
is least understood, but this is not the 
case) in respeoet to the Üdretto of 
*Lobengrin,’ which jis very beautiful, very dra- 
matic, and repiete with interest. It has been so 
much talked of and so freqently analyzed that 
everybody knows it, and the surprises of a first 
hearing are no longer to be dreaded. There is 
no more doubt as to the reception which would 
be given Lobengrin than there is doubt as to 
the danger which would attend the first per- 
formance in Paris, Just now, of the trilogy. We 
are ripe for the first-named work and not for 
the latter, which, we fear, will require much 
time to overcome us.

A Suit to Rescind a Contract for the 
Purchase of a Malf<-Interest in the 
Pensacola Lumber Company. 

Charles A. Gardiner, as administrator of the 
estate of John D. Gardiner, deceased, filed a 
bill yesterday in the United States Circuit Court 
against Benjamin Dean, Josephine M. Ayer, F. 
F. Ayer, Jacob Rogers, and Frederick Ayer—all 
of Massachusetts; Adna C. Conn, of Florida; and 
Charlies G. Francklin and William A. Butter, of 
New York, to compel an accounting concerning 
the Pensacola Lumber Company. He sets out 
that before April 18, 1872, Dr. J. C. Ayer, Fred- 
erick Ayer, and Edwin Hoyt represented to J. D. 
Gardiner and Adoa C. Conn that they were the 
owners of all but one of the 760 shares of the stock 
of the Pensacola Lumber Company of New 
York. They also showed what they claimed to 
be a correct inventory of the property of the 
company, cumprising pine lands in Alabama and 
Florida, a sawmill in the latter State, about 66. 
000 pine sawlogs, and a quantity of general wer- 
chandise, etc. Ayer and Hoyt also said that the 
company was practically free from debt, and on 
these re ntations Gardiner and Conn on the 
18th of Arpril, 1872, were induced to buy a half - 
interest, or one-half of the capital stock of the 
company for $75,000, represented by four notes 
for $18,750 each, two to J. C. Ayer and Fred Ayer 
and due in two and three years from May 1. 1872, 
andtwoto Edwin White on the same terms. 
Gardner and Conn then toek possession, 
put soon found that the heirs had grossly de- 
ceived them; that instead of 55,000 | there 
were only about 47,000; that 6,000 logs which bad 
been cut did not belong to the company; and, in 
short, that there was a deficiency in value of 
$27,000. The stockbolders also, by the failure of 
the company to file necessary certificate as 
required by law, . responsible for 
the debts. J. D. Gardiner, J. C. Ayer, and Hoyt 
bave since died. The Ayer notes bave been 
paid, but the two notes to Hoyt are now in liti- 
gation. The complainant asks to have the con- 
tract rescinded for a decree for $27,000 and in- 
terest, the amount of the deficit in the value 
of the property from what it was represented 
to be, and for an injunction to prevent the 
prosecution of the suit on the Hoyt notes. 


Tally One for the Mother-in-Law. 

A few days ago Esther Kittredge filed a bill 
against Linus Kittredge, charging dim with 
oruelty, and asking for a decree of divorce. 
Yesterday Kittredge filed his answer, in which 
be puts quite a different view on the matter. He 
also shows he is a man to be envied in the pos- 
session of a good mother-in-iaw. The slurs on 
mothers-in-law are so frequent that it is pleas- 
ant to note an exception to the supposed general 
rule.

On the conrtary, 
he avers that she bas been far from a good and 
chaste wife, and that she has, when he was 
away—being a conductor on the Chicago, 
Burlington & fQuincy Railroad—counsorted 
with strange men, and even on several 
occasions remained away all night. He has 
found votes from strange men making appoint- 
ments to meet herin Lincoin Park, which ap- 
poiutments she has filied. At one time be found 
a $20 bill in her pocketbook that sbe claimed 
belonged to her sister, but was afverward obliged 
to coufess had been given to her by a man. He 
claims she bas boasted to her female friends 
that she has earned over $150 by associating 
with men. Her conduct became so bad last 
summer that he did not dare drink any coffee 
untess his mother-in-law poured it out for him 
for fear his wife would carry out ber threats of 
putting poison in his favorit beverage. He 
claims to have always supported his wife hand- 
somely, and to huve done nothing to entitle her 
to a divorce, and asks to have her suit dismissed.

Trask Sentenced to Two Years in the 
Penitentiary. 

In the Trask case, on trial before Judge Gary, 
the city’s Prosecuting Attorney, Col. Cameron, 
yesterday forenoon concluded bis argument to 
tne jury in a speech of about two hours’ dura- 
tion. The jury remained out nearly four hours 
and then brought in a verdict of guilty, fixing 
the term of punishment at two years in the 
penitentiary. When the jurors had been dis- 
charged, it leaked out that the dispute which 
was the cause of their remaining out so long 
was simply as to the term, and no less than 
ten of the jurors were in favor of fixing it at 
three years or more. Trask, who has been 
sanguine of an acquittal all along, was sadly 
discomfited at the result. His attorney, Eben 
F. Kusyan, promptly entered a motion fora 
new trial, and pending the argument of the mo- 
tion asked that nis client be admitted to bail. 
Elihu Trask, of Manhattan, the father of the 
accused, and Mrs. Johnson, who is said to preside 
over Edward A. Trask’s household, scheduled 
their property in the hope of becoming sureties 
on the bond, which was fixed at $5,000, and they 
very likely would have been accepted but for 
the tact that Col. Cameron raised the point that 
Elihu Trask’s property was homestead, and 
therefore not subject to lien. Other defects 
were found in the schedule. and the hour being 
late Trask was compelied to go to jail for 
night. 

Mrs. Johnson, who was once fined for contempt 
of court in striking Col. Cameron over the bead 
with her parasol, when the case was first brought 
to trial in a Justice court, made venomous at- 
tacks upon Mr. Cameron and Assistant State’s- 
Attorney Ingham, and Trask so far forgot the 
demeanor which he has schooled himself in for 
peepee of effect upon the Court and jury that 

e biurted out in a wailing voice, “It was the 
newspapers that convicted me.” He might have 
added that the newspapers were Flad of it, too, 
although Trask never did anyth to injure 
them, but on the contrary furnished the sources 
for a quantity of interesting reading-matter on 
the perfidy and infamy of his particular class of 
real-estate and bouse-renting sharks. 


The Stern Wife-Murder. 

The case of Arthur Beno Stern, the wife-mur- 
derer, comes up for final disposition before 
Judge Rogers today. It is Stern's intention, at 
least his attorney has so claimed, to plead guilty 
to manslaughter, and urge in extenuation of his 
offense a number of maudlin sentimentalities. 
The present is an excellent time to cali to mind 
one of the chief reasons why the jury, before 
whom the case was last tried, disagreed. The 
prosecution, after calling to the stand every pos- 
sible witness, tound themselves unabie to show 
a motive for the killing. The policeman who 
testified had unfortunately negiected to 
mention to the State’s-Attorney or to the 
Court that included in Stern's confession to 
them was the statement that he killed his wife 
because she bad refused to live with Lim on ac- 
count of bis dissipated habits and inability to 
cure for ber. The absence of this material point 
in the evidence left the Court and jury, and 
every one else who heard the testimony, free to 
‘infer an entirely different mative, and it was 
this undoubtedly which saved Stern’s neck for 
the nonce. The fact that Stern now is willing to 
plead guilty is a confession in itself that the in- 
sanity dodge which was put up for him at the last 
trial was wholly fictitious and without any foun- 
dadon in fact. This phase of the case, however, 
is to be masked in a plea that Stern now pleads 
guilty only because of bis impoverished finan- 
cial condition. 


The Huebner Murder. 

Another case of vital interest to this com- 
munity which comes up for trial before Judge 
Rogers today is the murder case of Tracy and 
Rock, indieted for the willful murderfof Police- 
Officer Huebner. State’s-Attorney Mills, who 
will conduct the prosecution, has been thor-

IHE CABLE CARS. 


An Ejected Passenger Sues to 
Recover Damages. 


What Are the Rights of a Passenger on 
the Cable- Train! 


What the Company Is Doing to Meet the 
Demands Upon It. 


James H. Fairchild, of the firm of Fairchild & 
Blackman, yesterday commenced a suit in tres- 
pass against the Chicago City Railway Compa- 
ny to recover $5,000 damages, and the suit in- 
volves the right of the company to collect a fare 
from a passenger when it does not provide him 
with a seat, a point which interests every Chica- 
goan every time he gets into a crowded car, and 
finds himself elected to stand up all the way 
home. It seems that last Monday afternoon Mr. 
Fairchild desired to go to his home on Oakwood 
boulevard. Tue train on the cable line consisted 
of the agrip-car, then a State street 
car, then a Cottage Grove avenue oar, 
and then an Archer avenue car. The 
Cottage Grove avenue car was so full that 
passengers were standing ou the couplings. The 
conductor told him to go on the Archer avenue 
car until he reached Archer avenue, and then 
he would make it all right. Mr. Fairchild paid 
his fare, but, when he got to Archer avenue was 
compelled to go forward and get on the State 
street car, as there was not yet any more room 
on the Cottage Grove avenue car. There was 
very little more on the State street car, but he 
managed to hang on to the step. Very soon the 
conductor of the State street car came around 
and demanded fare of him again. Mr. Fairchild 
explained the matter, but the conductor would 
take no explanations, and eventually shoved 
bim off the car. No serious physical damage 
was done Mr. Fairchild, but he thinks it time to 
test the right of the company to collect two 
fares — @ passenger who is not provided with 
a sea 


PRESIDENT HOLMES’ VIEWS. 


“ We had a good deal of trouble,” said Presi- 
dent Holmes toa TRIBUNE reporter, “growing 
out of people getting on one car and then mov- 
ing to another, and telling the conductor that 
they bad paid their fare when they had not done 
so, and getting a ride for nothi And to pre- 
vent imposition the present rule was estab- 
lished. We have e opinions of our at- 
torneys on the matter, and there is no question 
at all about the law point. A person who gets 
ov a car and pays his fare is entitled to ride on 
that car, but not on another. If he gets on au- 
other be must pay again. The gentieman shouid 
have waited for a Cottage Grove car that wasn't 
full‘of people. Suppose he went into the West 
Side Union Depotand, finding the Milwaukee 
train full, took one on the Alton Road, could he 
recover from the Milwaukee & St. Paul? I guess

What is the company doing to prevent acci- 
dents?” 

“Weare having automatic brakes made for 
all the cars, so that by a simple movement of a 
lever on the grip the engineer will have complete 
control of the train. in the meantime we have 
= brakemen on the trains, so that the con- 

uctors no longer have to look after the brakes. 
With the automatic brakes the engineer will not 
have to depend on anybody. We are putting 
another bell under the grip, making one on each 
axie, and we are going to substitute an auto- 
matic gong for the one the engineer now rings— 
a large gong which can be thrown into gear and 
rung in a quarter of a second.“ 

“ Willi you continue running trains?“ 

“Only as long as we cannot avoid it. It is not 
economy to run three or four cars together, and 
it is only done because we can't belp ourselves. 
The people have come upon us in such au ava- 
lanche that we bave to draw big loads bebind 
each grip. Weare hav ten more grip-cars 
built for State street. ey will make forty- 
two on road. We thought we had made 
ample preparations for the travel, expecting an 
increase of only 100 per cent, but our business is 
three times as large as it was before the cable 
road was constructed. We are building fifty 
gripe for the Wabash and Cottage Grove line, 
and shall run no more cars behind a grip than 
we are obliged to. Itis best for us torun only 
one, or at the most two. 


IT DOESN’T PAY TO STOP A TRAIN 


with 300 or 400 persons on board to let off or take 
on one passenger. It is better to run more 
trains at shorter intervals, as we can make bet- 
ter time and don't have to stop so often, and the 
wear and tear of machinery is not so great. We

“You have heard complaints about people 
being carried past a street, or of the train going 
by a would-be passenger, owing to the want of 
a continuous bell- cord? 

es; but that trouble will cease when the 
trains are shortened. It wouldn't do to have the 
conductor on the rear car ring a bell for the first 
one, because a person might be getting off there. 
We are watching the men closely, and haul them 
over the coals if they are not careful in stopping 
to take people on or let passengers off. A great 
many people don't seem to know that they 
should signal the engineer to stop. They are so 
interested in the mevement of the train that the 
grip and one car pass before they make known 
that they want to get aboard,and then they 
wave a band to the conductor. As the train is 
under headway, of course it runs past them some 
distance before the dells can be rung and the 
cars stopped. If people would signal the engi- 
neer as the train approaches there would be no 
such difficulty. We want the men to stop lopg 
enough to let passengers off and on, and 
shall do it.“ 

“Why don't you stop the trains only on the 
farther crossing?” 

“There is an ordinance before the Council reg- 
uviating that matter. It would be a big thing for 
the public and a good thing for the company. 
Why, 1 nave seen a loaded train stop seven 
times between two streets to take on people. 
That is all wrong, ana the remedy for it is to stop 
only at the crossing.” 

How are you going to operate the Wabash 
avenue and Cottage Grove line?’ 

“ With the present machinery. Two cables 
will be run down State street from Twenty-first 
and east on Twenty-second, one switching off at 
Wabash avenue and the other at Cottage Grove 
avenue. 


SLOWER RUNNING TIME. 

The business-men who came down town on 
the cable line yesterday morning complained 
that they were making very slow time, and 
learned from the engineers that the time- 
table had been revised 80 thut 
hereafter the trains should run on 
street-car time. It was noticeable that at least 
two ot the Kickers had previously condemned 
the company for running their trains so fast 
that people were not able to get out of the way. 
The change has been made as ab experiment 
merely, as it has been charged that the acci- 
dents occurring have been due to the high race 
of speed of the trains. Small gong-beiis have 
been placed at the ends of some of the grip-cars 
so. that passengers in that car can signal the en- 
meer without poking him with a cane or an 
umbrella.
